As soon as the body had been dis- 
interred it was taken to a morgue 
where an autopsy was immediately 
performed © under’ the direction of 
Coroner Wolff. The results of the 
post mortem examination will be 
made public tomorrow after a con- 
ference between the coroner and sev- 
eral doctors who were present.
